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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The reply has been reconsidered and the 
examiner disagrees with several of the arguments given. One issue the examiner has is with the term contact. The dictionary definition is 
the union or junction of surfaces, which the examiner reasonable interprets to mean, all the surfaces that join together come into contact. 
Therefore, if some surfaces are touching other surfaces of elements that are touching the required claim surface, then the two elements 
are in contact through another surface, which is the case for some of the prior art. This is further supported by the term direct contact, 
which is used by the applicant to distinguish between the two definitions. This interpretation overcomes the arguments drawn to 
Yamashita and DeChellis et al. With regards to Ross and claim 89, the entire external surface of the reservoir is surrounded by the 
casing, the groove wouldn't be considered part of the external surface as it is a cut out into the internal surface, and therefore would 
represent part of the internal surface.
